LLS LIKE BOOKS 


Stock to Be Supplied by Dona- 
tions From Owners of Player- 
Pianos. 


LIKELY TO START JAN. 1 


A. E. Bostwick Approves Plan 
Suggested by Member of Post- 
Dispatch Staff. 


Music rolls are to be circulated free 
to the public at the public library, and 
if the plan afoot meets with immediate 
response, it will be in working order 
probably by the first of the year. The 
music rolls, it is intended, will be fur- 
nished by the thousands of player- 
piano owners in St. Louis who have 
been seeking a medium of interchange 
of their music records, . 

The idea was first suggested to Li- 
brarian Arthur E. Bostwick by H. G. 
Lidstone Jr., a member of the Post- 
Dispatch staff. Dr. Bostwick has given 
the suggestion his approval and will 
treat the rolls as part of the public 
library's musical collection. The music 
rolls will be handled by the library in 
the same manner that it handles books 
for distribution: that is, they will be 
classified, catalogued, shelved and is- 
sued to holders of library readers’ 
cards. 

Rolls Must Be Contributed, 

As the library has no appropriation 
at hand for the establishment, itself, 
of such a department, the music rolls, 
necessarily, must be supplied by the 
several thousand player-piano owners 
in the city. 

The music rolls, although kept at the 
central library, will be available on 
order at the various library branches, 
and also at the 60 or more drug store 
stations. 

Lidstone, who already has made the 
first donation, has given his entire col- 
lection of 120 music rolls over to the 


library. 
„I was forced to stop purchasing new 


rolls,“ he says, because there was no 


further space jn my music-roll racks to 
put them. rtually Also 1 have quit 
playing my plano because both myself 
and family were tired of listening to 
these same 120 rolls. An idea suggested 
itself that I find a place where I could 
exchange my music for rolls I had not 
heard, eventually resolving itself into the 
visit to Librarian Bostwick. Unless oth- 
er player-plano owners contribute their 
quota of rolls, the innovation, as striven 
for, will not pan out.“ 


Many Thousand Players, 

There are several thousand player 
plano owners in St. Louis, of none of 
whom but has in his music racks a 
score or so of rolls that he is tired 
of playing. These rolls given over 
to the library and properly catalogued, 
immediately would form a gigantic col- 
lection that each donor constantly could 
draw upon—probably for several years. 

As the musical taste of each player- 
piano owner varies, this collection would 
embrace virtually every grade and qual- 
ity of music now being made in music- 
roll form. 

The collection would contain many du- 
plicates, so player-piano owners who, In 
making their donations to the collec- 
tion would turn in favorite music rolls 
that they were temporarily tired of 
playing, could at any time afterward 
find the roll or its duplicate upon the 
department shelves, 

As yet it has not been determined how 
many music rolls can be taken from the 
department at a time, after the collec- 
tion is catalogued and is well under 
way. This will be-decided upon as soon 
as the stock of music rolls reaches large 
proportions. The average lover of play- 
er-piano music, it is agreed, will want to 
take home at a time at least a dozen 
rolis. This will be feasible and within 
reason as soon as the size of the collec- 
tion will permit. 

Librarian Bostwick has also signified

PATROLMAN GETS

George Rodgers Pleads Guilty to 
Shooting Lee Kraeger

WAS AT PACKING PLANT 


Policeman Had Gone There to 
Arrest Rodgers for Discharge 
of Firearms. 


George Rodgers, a negro, of 1003 
North Twelfth street, who shot and 
mortally wounded Patrolman Lee 


Kraeger on August 31 last, pleaded 
guilty to first degree murder in Cir- 
cult Judge Fisher’s court today and 
was sentenced to life imprisonment 
at Jefferson City. It is not customary 
for the State to ask a death sentence 
in cases where the state is not forced 
to trial. 

Kraeger was shot by Rodgers at 
the plant of the Cox & Gordon Pack- 
ing Co., 1019 South Third street, at 
3 p. m. He died at the city hospital 
five hours later. 

The policeman went to the Cox & Gor- 
don plant to question Rodgers about the 
discharging of firearms. Rodgers’ arrest 
had been requested by Lena Johnson, 
a negress, who said he had fired several 
shots at her in her home at 1003 High 
street. 

The negro was entering the shipping 
room of the plant when the policeman. 
who had been waiting for him to arrive, 
stepped to the freight platform and 
called to him to surrender. Rodgers 
drew a revolver and fired three shots. 
The policeman turned to dodge the bul- 
lets and one of them entered his bead 
behind the right ear. Hee fell uncon- 
scious. Rodgers then fled, flourishing 
his revolver at several shipping clerks 
as a warning not to follow him. 

Rodgers was captured an hour later in 
the yard in the rear of his home. There 
he had another fight with Patrolman 
Griffith, whom he kicked in the stomach, 
He again tried to draw a revolver, but 
Policemen Alyward and Gerlach dis- 
armed him. ‘ 

Kraeger had been in the police depart- 
ment two years, and was on the beat 
which his father, Poligeman Charles 
Kraeger, had patrolled until the latter's 
death ll years ago. Kraeger left u 
widow and two little children.

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France s Demand for Their Return 


to Peace

O more interesting declaration of policy has been made in all the re- 
cent discussion of peace than the statement of Albert Thomas, Under- 
Secretary of War in the French ministry, and best known as the 

man who has organized French munition manufacture: There will be no 
peace until our Alsace and Lorraine are definitely re-established as a part 


of French unity.’’ 


Here is a clear and definite, tangible fact to be faced by all those who 


would talk about peace at the present time. 


Conceivably Germany would 


now agree to evacuate Belgium, France and Servia. She might even waive 


her project for an autonomous 
Germany might consent to ret 


land. A Washington dispatch suggests that 
ede to France the French-speaking districts 


of Lorraine—that is, Metz and the adjacent districte—but does anyone sup- 
pose Germany at the present hour would give up Strassburg? 


If France insists upon regaining her 
„Jost provinces,” Britain must and wil 
stand with her. Russia has not the 
smallest temptation to sign & peacc 
which would cost her Poland or even 
the surrender of her Balkan ambitions. 
Italy will not pause until she has Trieste. 


She has just given full proof of her 
purpose by signing a treaty to make no 
separate peace. 

The merits of the Franco-German dis- 
pute over Alsace-Lorraine are beside the 
question now. It is a fact disclosed by 
German official statements at the time 
of the Zabern incident that Alsace-Lor- 
raine has never accepted German rule 
or given her allegiance to the conqueror. 
In taking Alsace-Lorraine, Germany en- 
forced a land title, which at best was 
weakened by more than two centuries 
of lapse. She acted with total disre- 
gard to the wish of the people of Alsace- 
Lorraine, who were passionately devoted 
te France. 

The German theory that time would 
alter the feeling of the Alsatians and 
that a population mainly Germanic in 
speech would return to the Teutonic 
family in due course of time has not 
worked out. The failure is chiefly due 
to the inability of the Prussian to rule 
by other than Prussian methods. 

300,000 German Immigrants. 

But if the mass of the population re- 
mains Francophile in its affection, 
there's a considerable portion which is 
also Germanic in sympathies. This is 
supplied by some 300,000 German immi- 
grants, who have brought to the prov- 
inces the German ideas and ideals. They 
are the functionaries, the high and low 
officials, the school teachers and the 
state employes. They have replaced 
some 250,000 Alsatians and Lorraines who 
bave migrated to France since 1871, 

The position of Alsace-Lorraine, even 
if it returns to France, will not be alm- 
ple, and France, in her turn, will con- 
front a considerable disloyal element. 
But it has been plain from the outset 
of the war that French opinion was a 
unit on the subject of the lost prov- 
mees“ and a peace which did not undo 
the work of the treaty of Frankfort 
would be for the French a peace utterly 
unsatisfactory. 

Beyond all else the annexation of Al- 
suce-Lorraine represented and represents 
a violation of the modern notions. of 
human liberty. More than 1,500,000 peo- 
ple were annexed by Germany in 1871 
without the smatest regard to their 
own wishes, in the face of their unani- 
mous protest and opposition. 

Here was revealed in its entirety the 
German notion that every wish of a peo- 
ple or of a race is of no value when 
weighed against German necessity and 
the Teutonic aspiration for a “place in 
the sun.” What Germany did in Alsace- 
Lorraine she planned to do in Belgtum, 
in Northern France, in the Balkans. 

The question of Alsace-Lorraine is not 
merely a local question; it is a question 
ef principle which involves the whole 
German idea. If the Germans are com- 
pelled to give up the lands conquered 
not only in 1914 but in 1870; if the right 
of men and races to choose their own 
nation is re-established and fortified, 
that will be a real step toward perma- 
nent peace. Alsace-Lorraine is for the 
whole world a sign and symbol of the 
\‘erman idea and the German theory, 


and 80 long as Germany retains these 


orovinces the gospel of might will main- 
tain, 
Results of Annexation. 

Looking backward after 4 years, it is 
sasy to see how fatal to Germany the 
innexation of these provinces has 
proved. If Bismarck had treated France 
in 1871 as he treated Austria in 1866 the 
France-Prussian war would have left no 
permanent scar, as the Napoleonic wars 
left no French resentment. Then Ger- 
many would have been free to deal with 
her two great natural rivals, Russia and 
Great Britain. 

By taking the French provinces she 
perpetuated French hostility. When she 
allied herself with Austria she ‘‘took 
on” Austro-Russian quarrels in the Bal- 
kans. it was always certain that when 
Great Britain recognized the German 
menace she would turn to France and 
Russia, and that Italy would gravitate 
to the same alignments. Bismarck 
‘fought three wars, but he fought his 
three opponents in turn. William II has 
played his hand less skilfully, with the 
result that he faces a world in arms. 
But the fault is not primarily his. The 
inheritance from Bismarck of the Al- 
sace-Lorraine question has handicapped 
him at every turn and now lies acros 
his pathway, the greatest obstacle to 


For the French, the “lost provinces“ 
have become the test of French safety 
and the future of France. Frenchmen 
recognize that unless these lands are 
reclaimed, France cannot hope to re- 
main a great Power or permanently 
make head against the German peril. 
To France the war is not a question of 
freeing Artois, Flanders or Champagne— 
it is a question of regaining Alsace- 
Lorraine. A year, two years from now 
the hope and weary smile may vanish. 
The burden of war and suffering may 
become intolerable and France may 
have to give over her dream and her 
hope. But that time is still far in the 
future, as the declaration of M. Thomas, 
one of the leaders of the French Social- 
ists, indicates. 

Futility ef Peace Propaganda. 

In the face of such a national emv- 
tion, in the presence of a national de- 
sire and determination which has lasted 
for more than # years, how futile and 
childish are all the platitudes of Ameri- 
can pacificists, of men like Bryan and 
Ford, whose minds have never grasped 
the smallest circumstances in European 
history and who can see nothing in war 
but the casualty lists and the hospital 
returns! What seems terrible to us now 
je only a familiar circumstance in 
European history. It is the normal, not 
the abnormal, strange only in its maz- 
nitude. From 1792 to 1815 Europe fought. 
with two brief interludes. From the 
Crimea to the Treaty of Frankfort was 
another span. Behind hie all the wart 
of Frederick and Louis XIV. War is 
quite as familiar as peace to the Euro- 


pean. 

It would be well for Americans, eager 
to stop a conflict whose issues and 
causes are beyond their knowledge or 
their understanding, to give to European 
history a fraction of the time they are 
giving to public utterances and platform 
announcements. A question like that 
of Alsace-Lorraine supplies a complete 
demonstration of the reason why peace 
is now only an American hallucination 
and the explanation of the reason why 
the belligerents still prefer war to any 
peace now attainable.

AMERICAN SHIP 
COMMUNIPAW IS. 
SAD TO BE SAFE 


Vessel Was Reported to Have 
‘Been Sunk by Submarine Off 
Coast of Tripoli. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—A telegram from 
Alexandria, Egypt, received today by 
Lloyds, says the American oil steamer 
Communipaw, reported sunk off the 
coast of Tripoli by a submarine, arrived 
at Alexandria Monday. It is inferred 
that possibly some confusion has arisen 
in regard to the identity of the vessel 
torpedoed. 

A dispatch from Rome had reported 
a search by two steamers, one a Greek 
and the other Italian, at the spot near 
Tobruk, Tripoli, where the Communi- 
paw was reported sunk by a submarine, 
failed to reveal any sign of the tank 
ship or of survivors. These steamers 
were sent out as soon as word was re- 
celved at Tobruk that a ship had been 
sunk, 

The first report of the affair came 
from the captain of a steamer who ald 
that while he was cruising near To- 
bruk he witnessed the sinking of an 
American steamer by a submersible, He 
thought the name of this steamer was 
the Columbia. Inquiries made later, es- 
pecially through the British authorities, 
brought word ship was the Communi- 
paw. 

The Communipaw was held up recent- 
ly by the Italian Government at Genca, 
but was allowed to sail for her destina- 
tion Dec. 2. Afterwards she touched at 
Castellammare, near Naples, proceeding 
eastward. The Communipaw had about 
15,000 tons of oil and had been held up 
at Genoa to settle a question concern- 
ing 2000 tons of this oil, which the Ital- 
lan authorities suspected might be con- 
traband. The Communipaw was released 
after a satisfactory explanation had 
been received and the American embas- 
Ss a Rome had made representations 
to the Italian Government. 

The Communipaw arrived at Genoa, 
Nov. 15. She was commanded by Capt. 
George Nordstrom. Her wireless oper- 
ator was R. J. Kingsley. The steamer 
was bound for Alexandria. 

Standard Olli Office in New York Gets 
Word ef Safety of Communipaw 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.— A dispatch from 
Alexandria, Egypt. apparently confirma- 
tory of the report received by London 
Lloyds, that the oil tanker Communi- 
paw was safe, was received today by 
the Standard Oil office here. This mes- 
sage stated that the Communipaw 
reached Alexandria on Sunday last and 
would sail for New York yesterday. 


British Send Warships After Subma- 
rime in Mediterranean. 
ROME, Dec. 8.—The British authori- 
ties have given orders that the warships 
at Malta and the Egyptian squadron 
give chase to the submarine that was 
reported to have sunk the Communi- 
paw. Descriptions of this submarine in- 
dicate that she was of an unusually 

large size. 

The activity of .submarines in the 
Mediterranean has caused inquiries to 
be made regarding the American schoon- 
er Albania, which sailed from Gallipoli 
Friday with supplies for Albania. Tho 
schooner is reported to have reached an 
Albanian port. On board her were 
William H. Howard, an American, and 
Col. Herbert, an Englishman, who, hav- 
ing retired from active service in the 
army, is now occupied with relief work.

“It is possible that the McJimsey men 
will be able to get eight committeemen 
if McJimsey is a candidate. It is my 
opinion, however, that McJimsey, by 
filing time, will have realized the de- 
mand for Judge Lamm and will retire 
from the race. 

“The McJimsey men should give more 
attention to getting a candidate who can 
be elected, instead of devoting so much 
time to getting a candidate who will 
give them what they want in the way of 
State appointments in St. Louis. 

“The Republicans want to carry Mis- 
sourl. I have nothing against McJim- 
sey, but I do not believe McJimsey can 
even get all of the Republican votes in 
Missouri, The Republican who will be- 
come Governor will have to get not only 
all the Republican votes, but quite a lot 
of Democratic votes as well.

dé S your suffrage movement a move- 

| ment of the working women or 

the bourgeoise?”’ 

This question was propounded to the 
speaker of the evening by a man in the 
audience. 
The audience was a gathering of aris- 
tocrats, judging by the illusion to the 
bourgeoise, say you? No, not so. 
A middle-class audience, then? No. 
though you might presume that, since 
the “bourgeoise” usually means the oth- 
er class, no matter who is speaking. 
I'll have to tell you. The question 
was propounded by a horny-handed son 
of toil—and conscious of it—and by 
‘*hourgeoise’’ he meant all other classes, 
and particularly, I think, from the 
rather taunting tone of his utterance, 
the class to which he presumed the 
speaker of the evening belonged. 
Now, the speaker of the evening be- 
longed—she belongs in several places. 
She is a sociologist, and recently re- 
signed a position, one of the most re- 
sponsible in the city, for the practical 
application of her great learning in that 
direction, namely that of Municipal Rec- 
reation Commissioner. 
She is a member of almost evéry 
phllanthropięg organization in the city. 
She started as a Wednesday Club mem- 
ber and, I believe, continues that align- 
ment. 
And she was born within the ranks 
of aristocracy. In short, the speaker of 
the evening, as you may have surmised, 
was Miss Charlotte Rumbold. 
The meeting she was addressing was 
the Open Forum. 
Imagine Wednesday Clubbers being re- 
ferred to even by remote inference, as 
the bourgeoise! 
One must readjust one's mental atti- 
tude if one would be tn tune with the 
audience of which the young working- 
man was a fairly represe: tative type. 
When I tell you that the assemblage 
was in a dingy room, lighted by one 
aputtering arc, in the 2700 block on 
Franklin avenue, your readjustment 
doubtless is not greatly facilitated. 
You, whose activities in our downtown 
city life keep your steps confined to a 
narrow orbit of travel bounded on all 
sides by skyscraping office buildings, 
seldom see an audience such as this, un- 
less, perchance, you observe one that 
foregathers on the courthouse steps.

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Forum offers an opportunity to anybody | 
who has views and opinions on any sub- 
ject of public value—the larger, more 
visionary, more revolutionary the views 
the better—to meet and talk them out. 
The Open Forum appears to have been 
founded by students of sociology in all 
walks of life. 

Roger Baldwin, Oscar Leopard, Sheri- 
dan Websgef and others of equally di- 
versified Opinions and allegiance, fre- 
quently hold forth here. A lot of them 
are from among the Russian Jews, who 
know their Kari Marx, Tolstoy, Emma 
Goldman, their German apd Russian and 
Scandinavian revolutionists by heart, al- 
though they toil in factories and live in 
the Ghetto. 

Red flags, I. W. W. placards, union 
labels, posters and cartoons adorning the 
walls indicate that no affiliation is too 
radical to be represented here. And the 
courthouse steps crowd is not behind the 
others in large theories nor backward at 
accepting the invitation to expound 
them. 

A popular detail of costume among the 
men in the Sunday night audience was a 
black or dark flannel shirt with occa- 
sionally a narrow white collar as con- 
cessions to the holiday.

But no difficulty with the 
English language kept any from rising 
and making a speech at every possible 
pause. 


Miss Rumbold was specially invited to 
address the Open Forum on Feminism 
ir. Its Broader Aspect.“ Having recent- 
ly returned from the East, where she 
took part in the suffrage campaign, 
Speaking in Massachusetts from Plym- 
outh Rock, marching in the New York 
parade and hobnobbing witi the intel- 
lectual modernists of Greenwich VII- 
lage and other famous groups, she was 
full of the subject assigned to her. 


She confided to me, however: 1d 
rather address a Wednesday Club audi 
ence any day, for I know I am in for a 
Frilling.“ 

Not long ago a young woman from 
California, a suffrage propogandist, 
never overlooking an opportunity, heard 
of the Open Forum. When she had con- 
cluded a speech, pitched as she intended 
to the level of the proletariat, a man 
arose in the back of the hall and re- 
marked: This lady who has been ad- 
dressing us either is lying to us or she 
is crazy.“ And his speech was calm 
and mild compared to what afterward 
happened verbally to the lady. She left 
a sadder, if not a wiser, speaker. 

Miss Rumbold was accompanied by 
several friends, among them Mrs. 
George Gelhorn, Mrs. Fischell and Miss 
Mary E. Bulkley. She further fortified 
herself and disarmed opposition by 
claiming not to set forth convictions, 
but the mere presentation of this sub- 
ject, feminism. 

Jam willing to be convinced of any 
thing,“ she said. She spoke of the fem- 
inist movement as a much broader man- 
ifestation than the suffrage movement, 
and of the fact that the plea for a vote 
being such a live issue, seemed to have 
obecured the more radical phage of the 
subject In America. 


“The suffragistse want to alter a law 
and the feminists are striving to alter 
conventions. And everybody knows it is 
more difficult to change conventions 
than it is to change laws, she said. 


With the attainment of the franchise 
there yet will be conventions for the 
feminists to fight, she thought. She 
mentioned the convention of man's right 
to a housekeeper when he marries one, 
and the convention against a wife's 
earning her own living. 


Married Woman's Position 


HE feminists regard the convention 
of the married woman's econom- 
le dependence as one of the ob- 

stacies to woman's freedom, she said. 
And the convention obtains im this coun- 
try In the face Of the statistical fact 
that one-half of all married women over 
ears of age are now Working for a 
living. 

She told of how, in Germany and Kun- 
Hand. the feminist theories were much 
more freely accepted and mere radical: 
of how. in Europe, diseatiefaction with 
marriage is as manifest as here. 

“tt ie a statistical fact,” said Mine 
Rumbold, “that every twelfth marriage 
im the United States ends in divorce. 
And it is a statistical fact that every 
twelfth child born in Germany is Ulegiti- 
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mate. That the figures are the same is 
just a curious coincidence.” 

She told of Bismarck's early recogni- 
tion of woman's economic value, of the 
establishment of maternity insurance, 
of how, recently, since the war, the Ger- 
man Government was taking still more 
account of the unmarried mother. 

She spoke of the Mutterschutz. She 
remarked that for this audience she 
would not have to translate the term. 
But, perhaps, some of us—of the bour- 
geoise’’ will need to be told that the term 
has come to stand for that act of Ger- 
man law which provides for protection 
of mothers married and unmarried. The 
law has been brought into widespread 
usage and notice lately on account of 
the war babies.“ : 

“Many see the Mutterschultz as a 
radical tendency,”’ said Miss Rumbold, 
“and, in its outcome, free love, with 
motherhood relieved of its responsi- 
bility.”’ 

At the end of her speech the chair de- 
clared the subject open for discussion 
and questions. All the speakers proved 
to be Femininists, in more or less de- 
gree, but each had a different theory to 
offer as a solution of the woman prob- 
lem, and Miss Rumbold might have been 
convinced that out of unionism, of sin- 
gle tax, of anarchy, of Socialism, of in- 
dividualism, and a dozen other isms, Is 
to come woman's emancipation. 

The chairman seemed to know his 
audience and to be able to keep the dis- 
cussion within the bounds of relevancy. 
But once did. there come an outbreak

If they. do not want 
tu maintain the present domestic system 
and its benefits, then it must be they 
want free love. Consistent feminism cau 
lead to nothing but free love.”

NEW CORPORATION 
MUST PAY FEE ON 

ALL ITS CAPITAL 


Missouri Decision May Thwart 
Plan to Collect $1,000,000 
Excess Capital Tax. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Fest- 


JEFFERSON City Dec. .- 
Supreme Court en banc today sus 
tained the contention of the State de- 
partment that a new corporation 
seeking a charter must pay a fee on 
all its capital, but it may have frus- 
trated the plan of Secretary Roach to 
collect $1,000,000 excess capital tax 
from corporations already licensed 
and doing business in this State. The 
details of Roach's plan to collect ad- 
ditional fees from existing corpora- 
tions were outlined by the Post-Die- 
patch several weeks ago. 

The decision today was against 
Charies J. Leppert and others who were 
secking to organize a $90,000 fur com- 
pany in St. Louis. The application for a 
license filed with the State Department 
showed assets aggregating $91,000. Roach 
held that the company must incorporate 
and pay a fee on the full amount, jn- 
stead of $50,000. 

The corporation law fixes a fee of 3 
for the first $50,000 capitalization and 
% for each additional $10,000. 

The question of levying additional tax 
against accumulated capital by old cor- 
porations was injected into the case by 
the fur company which contended that 
if it was compelled to increase its cap- 
ital stock, no corporation would ever 
accumulate a surplus in the future. 

The Court held that the incorporation 
of a new company had nothing to do 
with the later accumulation of surplus, 
but touching on the other question, said: 
“After a company is incorporated the 
State does not concern itself with the 
manner in which it conducts its bual- 
ness whether successfully or other 
wise, provided it complies with the 
law.“

St. Louis Would Pay Revenue of 
$271,335 Annually; State, 
$1,334,497. 


If Congress carries out President Wi- 
son's suggestion for a tax of 1 cent per 
galion on gasoline and a tax of 50 cents 
per horsepower on automobiles, made 
in the annual message to Congress yes- 
terday, St. Louis automobile owners 
would contribute about $271,335 annually 
to the Federal revenue, and Missouri 
auto owners would contribute about $1,- 
234,497 annually. This would be in addi- 
tion to their State and city license tax. 

There are 16,362 automobiles in St. 
Louis and 176,257 in Missouri, according 
to the registration figures announced on 
Dec. 1 by the Secretary of State. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter talked 
automobile dealers and was told that 
25 would be a fair average of the horse- 
power of automobiles. Ford cars have 
20-horsepower, and it was said there 
were as many Ford cars as all other 
makes combined. Very few cars of 0 
horsepower are being made, but there 
are a number of 90 and #-horsepower 
machines. 

With as the average horsepower, the 
federal tax proposed by the President 
on the horsepower of machines would 
be $12.50 a car. 

Dealers said the average annual mile- 
age of an automobile is 5000 miles. They 
figured a machine would run 10 miles on 
a gallon of gasoline. This would make 
the tax on gasoline, as applied to auto- 
mobiles, virtually a “mill-per-mile” tax, 
or $% a year for each 5000 miles tra- 
versed. The new federal tax on auto- 
mobiles thus would average abou? 
$15.60 a car. As the average city and 
state license tax is $5 for each license. 
the average annual cost to operate an 
automobile would be $27.8. 

Dealers wondered whether the tax, if 
levied, would be applied upon cars in 
stock, or simply upon cars that have 
passed into possession of individual own- 
ers. In the former case, they said, there 
would be an increase of 80 cents per 
horsepower in the sale price of ma- 
chines. 

They also were puzzied as to the effect 
of such a tax upon used cars. A num- 
ber of dealers believed such a tax, on 
used cars, would tend to quicken sales 
of used cars,.cspecially if the dealer 
had to pay a horsepower tax on used 
cars in his possession. 

Another phase of the proposed tax was 
whether it would be applied to commer- 
cial as well as to pleasure cars. 

A manager of the motor truck depart- 
ment of a firm using more motor trucks 
than any other concern in the city, said 
that he did not believe a horsepower or 
gasoline tax would be applied to com- 
mefcial cars. He said this distinction 
between the taxation of pleasure and 
commercial cars is general throughout 
other countries.

The explosive was taken from Charles 
Matthews of Birmingham, Ala., who 
was captured last Saturday morning 
after he had blown the safe of Schu- 
man’s Cafe in the Pontiac Bullding, 
Feventh and Market streets. Matthews 
told the police that he made the nitro- 
glycerin himself by boiling dynamite 
and straining the juice through a hand- 
kerchief.

ROOSEVELT SAYS 


He Declares Executive’s Elocu- 
tion and Deeds Are in 
Contradiction. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.— Following are 
salient points of Theodore Roose- 
velt's analysis of President Wilson's 
address to Congress, contained in a 
3000-word statement given out here: 

“What does Mr. Wilson mean when 
in one line he says that we have 
‘stood apart, studiously neutral’ be- 
cause ‘it was our manifest duty to 10 
so,” and a couple paragraphs later 
gays that we demand security in 
prosecuting ‘their self-chosen lines of 
national development for others?’ 

„He can take either of the two po- 
sitions: but he cannot take both. Did 
or did not Mr. Wilson demand secur- 
ity for Belgium to ‘prosecute its self- 
chosen lines of national develop- 
ment? He knows he did not. Then 
what does he mean by saying that 
‘we demand this security also for 
others?’ 

“Again he says that we are ‘fiercely 
jealous of aggression from without.’ 
How did he show his ‘fierce jealousy’ 
as regards the aggressions on the 
Lusitania and Ancona? How has he 


shown his ‘fierce jealousy’ as regards 
the 60 or 70 soldiers wearing the 
American uniform, not to speak of 
the women and children and civilians, 
killed or wounded on American soil 
by Mexican bullets? 
Administration Secretive, He Says. 
“Three years ago Mr. Wilson said 


he believed in the policy of ‘pitiless 


publicity.” We have never had as se- 
cretive an administration. Mr. Wil- 
son's elocution and Mr. Wilson's ac- 
tion are in flat contradiction. 

His elocution is that of a Byzantine 
Logothete—and Byzantine Logothetes 
were not men of action. 

(The Century Dictionary says a Lo- 
gothete was an officer of the Byzantine 
empire who might be (a) the public 
treasurer, (b) the head of any admin- 
istrative department, or (c) the chan- 
cellor of the empire). 

President Wilson says that we havo 
been put to the test in the case of Mex- 
ico and have ‘stood the test’ and that 
we have applied a ‘heroic principle to 
the case of Mexico.’ Nearly three years 
ago Mr. Wilson refused.to recognize 
Huerta, on the ground that we were 
never to recognize a Government found- 
ed on violence. He then tentatively 
supported Villa, who represented the 
embodiment of violence, it being mean- 
while asserted on behalf of the admin- 
istration that under no circumstances 
| would we deal with Carranza, whose 
Government likewise was founded on 
violence. 

“The President has now eaten his 
words and recognized Carranza, and 
through his private secretary he has 
issued a defense of and apology for the 
‘outrages committed by the Carranzis- 
tas and by the other bandits of the 
other factions in Mexico—outrages as in- 
famous as ever were committed by sav- 
ages anywhere under the sun—nuw 
uses the power of the United States to 
help one set of the bandits, responsi- 
ble for these infamies, against another 
set. This is Mr. Wuison's definition of 
heroic conauct. It is his conception of 
‘standing the test.’ 

Preparedness Plan “Inadequate.” 

“In his present message President 
Wilson advocates as necessary certain 
propositions for putting this country in 
a state of preparedness to defend itself 
against foreign aggression. 

In his message one year ago he said 
such propositions were hysterical and 
improper. 

“I am glad that he has changed ! 
mind, but | am sorry that he has » 
taken tne troudie to study the subj. 
so as to make his proposals reasonab!. 
adequate to the country’s need. His pro- 
posed enlargement of the regular army 
is utterly inadequate. ‘We will not main- 
tain a standing army except for uses 
which are as necessary in time of peace 
as in time war.’ What ‘necessary use’ 
have our forts and our coast guns in 
time of peace?’ 

“It is the duty of this nation in time 
of peace to prepare for war, and it is 
no less the duty of this administration 
now in time of war to prepare for the 
industrial struggle that will follow upon 
peace. 

“The administration has done neither 


and is doing neither. The proposal to 


purchase ships by the national Govern- 
ment is a proposal to prevent private 
business undertaking the permanent re- 
vival of the American shipping trade. 


Wants Tariff Commiasion. 

As regards the tariff, Roosevelt again 
advocated that it be treated by a non- 
partisan commission of experta. 

“The message does not make clear 


‘| what it leit anything—which the Presi- 


dent proposes in the way of iodustrial 
legislation or action.“ he continues. 
“The trouble with our business in this 
country today is that it must be trans 
acted at loose ends, largely because our 
business men, Whose first desire is 0 
obey the law, have been and are in 
jeopardy lest some governmental off!- 
cial, national or state, may decide that 
they have disobeyed the laws, the laws 
themselves being often in hopeless con. 
flict with one another. 

“The President falls to make a singte 
constructive recommendation as re- 
gards industry. Our utter lack of pre- 
paredness to meet foreign aggression fs 
no greater than our utter lack of pre- 
paredness to meet the industrial crisis 


that will be upon us when thie war i« 


over. The President treats with utter 
inadequacy of one and not at all of the 
other. 

“The most noteworthy part of the 
mensa is that In which he says tha:

A reader, commenting on a recent Post-Dispatch 
editorial, asks if we really believe the Missouri 
legislators will hearken to the moans and sighs 
of the maimed and the crippled and pass a com- 
pensation law this coming session.” 

It is not only possible but certain that, if the 
supporters of the workmen’s compensation idea 
profit by the past, a good law will be enacted. 
The defeat at the last session was not wholly due 
to neglect or opposition by the lawmakers. Two 
bills were introduced, neither of which was sat- 
isfactory. One was declared unreasonable by em- 
ployers, The other was opposed by labor because | 
it contained irrelevant matter which seemed to 
have been introduced for the purpose of making 
strikes impossible. 

If the forces working for compensation will get 
together and agree upon a reasonable measure, 
such as 80 of the states have enacted, there will 
be no further trouble. Missouri must have a com- 
pensation law. Her lawmakers are not heartless, 
but cannot be expected to settle outside wrangles 
over proposed bills.

Oyster Croquettes—Drain and wash 
25 plump oysters. Put them in a 
hot saucepan and stir over the fire 
until they boil. Drain and save the 
liquor. Chop the oysters fine and 
drain again, adding this to the other 
liquor saved. Mix together two ta- 
blespoonsfuls of butter. Add the liq- 
uor which hag been saved and one 
gill of milk and stir until thick and 
smooth. After removing from the 
fire add the yolks of two eggs, which 
have been beaten, one-half cupful of 
soft bread crumbs, the chopped oys- 
ters, three shakes of cayenne pep- 
per, one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, a quarter of grated nutmeg 
and a level teaspoonful of salt. Cook 
agin until the ingredients reach the 
boiling point, when they should be 
turned out to cool and then shaped 
into cylinders in egg and bread 
crumbs and fry in very hot fat.

~ REORGANIZATION 


He Undertakes to Show That His 
Opposition Is Not Based on 
Personal Disappointment. 


RB. F. Yoakum, former chairman of 
the board of directors of the Frisco rall- 
road, who is opposing the plan of reor- 
ganization submitted to the Missouri 
Public Service Commission by the bank- 
ers representing the reorganization com- 
mittee, gave a Post-Dispatch reporter 
teday an interview in which he sets 
forth his objections to the plan, and de- 
clares that his objections are not based 
upon personal disappointment because 
he Was not included as a member of 
the board and Executive Committee. 

The supporters of the bankers’ plan 
of reorganization have charged that 
Yoakum was fighting the reorganiza- 
tion scheme solely because it had been 
made impossible for him to become the 
dominant factor in the new railroad 
company. When his attention was called 
to this charge, Yoakum said: 

“This statement, as made, has given 
the wrong impression. As late as Oct. 
12, 1916, there was some telegraphic cor- 
respondence between Col. Sam Fordyce, 
Festus J. Wade, Judge Henry S. Priest 
and Albert T. Perkins and Mesars. Spey- 
er of Speyer & Co. and Strauss of Se- 
ligman & Co. of New York, bankers, in 
which this statement appeared: 

“"*While it was not agreed they now 
urgently recommend that B. F. Yoak- 
um be invited to become a member of 
the board and Executive Committee of 
the new railroad company, provided, of 
course, he joins with all of us and 
makes no objection to the plan.“ 

“To this suggestion of my St. Louis 
friends, Mr. Speyer, on Oct. 13, in a tele- 
gram to them said: ‘If Yoakum‘will de- 
posit his stock as provided in plan and 
heartily support same, and wishes to 
be member of board and Executive 
Committee, we shall use our influence 
to have him elected.’

BEGGS DEFENDS — 
KEOKUK CONTRACTS 
AT HEARING gt 


North American Director De- 
clares Local Subsidiaries Not 
Burdened by Agreements. 


John L Beggs, a director of the North 
American Co. and its subsidiaries at 
St. Louis, the United Railways and 
Union Electric companies, contradicted 
recent testimony by officials of the lat- 
ter corporations last night by asserting 
the Keokuk dam contract was not a bur- 
den on the local utilities. 

Beggs asserted aiso in testifying be- 
fore an investigating committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, that the Laclede 
Gaslight Co. was foolish in 1900 to have 
repudiated its contract for Keokuk cur- 
rent, and that the contract price was 
one-half the price paid at the time by 
the Laclede to Union Electric. When 
the investigators called to the atten- 
tion of Beggs the fact that the new 
owners of the Laclede, having just pur- 
chased the gas company from the North 
American, decided to throw off the Keo- 
kuk contract on the advice of five engi- 
neers who said the price of Keokuk 
power was too high, Beggs began a t. 
rade on college educated engineers and 
repeated his declaration that the La- 
clede officials had been foolish. 

A. C. Einstein, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of the Union Electric, tes- 
tified recently before the Aldermanic 
Committee that the Keokuk contract 
was a burden of about 2 mills per kilo- 
watt hour on the Union, which meant in 
1914 the Union wasted about $260,000 in 
excess charges on the 126,000,000 kilowatt 
houfs it took from the Electric of Mis- 
souri. 

Richard McCulloch, president and gen- 
eral manager of the United Railways, a 
son-in-law of Beggs, testified recently 
also that the United Railways paid about 
$231,000 more at 6.4 mills under its Keo- 
kuk contract in 1914, than it would have 
cost to generate the same current in a 
modern steam-generating plant of prop- 
er capacity. 

Beggs testified last night that after 
the Keokuk contract was arranged with 
the United Railways, about a dozen 
generating plants operated by the trac- 
tion company in various parts of the 
city were scrapped. 

Says Plants Were Obsolete. 

When asked if these plants were not 
scrapped because the Keokuk contract 
had been created, Beggs sald they were 
not scrapped for that reason, but be- 
cause they were obsolete and not eco- 
nomical. McCulloch testified to the 
same effect previously, and said the two 
remaining generating stations which the 
United Railways maintains are so anti- 
quated in type that it costs upward of 
1 cent per kilowatt hour to generate 
current in them. This high cost, Mo- 
Culloch admitted, was partly due to the 
fact that the two plants are operated 
only for a few hours daily, during the 
peak period, when the maximum car 
service is being rendered. 

The Post-Dispatch, in October, 1913, a 
few months after the Keokuk dam was 
put in operation, published an expose 
of the 99-year contracts which the North 
American had fastened upon its St. 
Louis subsidiaries. 

In this expose, it was shown that the 
Initial price to be paid by the local com- 
panies was nearly % per cent in excess 
of the then cost of generating energy 
by the use of coal, although Congress 
had granted a charter permitting the 
damming of the Mississippi River on 
the assertion of promoters that it 
meant cheap electricity for the upper 
Mississippi Valley that would be a great 
boon and would stimulate the growth of 
population. 

Price Never Cheaper. 

In 1913, the Post-Dispatch pointed out 
Also that under the terms of the Keokuk 
contracts the price of current should be 
adjusted every 10 years, to follow the 
trend of coal prices, so that it never 
could become cheaper than the cost of 
generating by coal. 

In the readjustment, the water-power 
energy shall be increased in price, pro- 
portionately as the price of standard 
coal in the Llinolse mines shall rise above 
$1.42 per ton, the price in 1908 when 
the contracts Were executed. 

It is stipulated also that the price 
shall be decreased proportionately as the 
price of Illinois standard coal may fall. 
but it ts Agreed generally that the 
trend of coal prices will be upward as 
the felds are gradually exhausted, under 
the law of supply and demand. 

Resume Published Sunday. 

The Post-Dispatch last Sunday, after 
the Keokuk dam haa been in operation 
two full years, published the firat resume 
of the facts regarding ite actual opera- 
tion. Im this article it was shown that 
the North American Invested $1,296,560 in 
plant aud transmission Unes of the in 
termediary corporation, which collects 
the tolls on Keokuk current that enters 
St. Louis. 


The toll corporation collects annually 
trom United Raflways and Union Electric 
$1,410,1%, and pays to the Keokuk dam 
company, owned and operated by Boston 
and foreign residents, $1,078.20. The 
Fross earnings of the toll company are, 
therefore, $331,000 a year, approximately, 
out of which it paid operating expenses,

ducing territory in the world. The cot- 
ton could be shipped in without cross- 
ing a toll bridge, Beggs said, and if it 
were Bt. Louis would become the queen 
city of the Middle West, as it ought 
to be. 

Beggs said he had no use for the opin- 
lons of college-bred engineers who were 
quoted by the committee and news- 
papers regarding the organization and 
practices of public utilities. 

“The colleges are turning these engi- 
neers out by the regiment,” said Beggs.
